For  St.  George  Stake  of  Zion. 

To  the  Saints  of  Saint  George  Stake:  ^ The  Stake  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  United  Order,  on  September  15th.,  1874 
passed  a Resolution  providing  that  five  delegates  from  St! 
George  Ward,  three  from  Washington  Ward,  one  from  Santa 
Clara  Ward,  one  from  Leeds  Ward,  two  from  Toquerville 
Ward,  two  from  Yirgen  City  Ward,  two  from  Rockville 
Ward,  two  from  Kanab  ward,  two  from  Long  Valley  Ward, 
one  from  Kanarra  Ward,  one  from  Harmony  Ward,  onefrom 
Pinto  Ward,  two  from  Pine  Valley  Ward,  one  from  Hebron 
Ward  and  one  from  Panacea  Ward,  in  all  twenty-seven 
Delegates,  should  meet  with  the  Stake  Board  of  Directors 
in  St.  George,  to  form  a Convention  to  arrange  the  prices 
of  labor,  products  and  manufactures. 

Pursuant  to  this  Resolution  said  Convention  met  in  St. 
George,  November  9th.,  1874,  continuing  their  labors  from 
day  to  day  till  completed.
